A complete written stalemem ds to 0ie striisfance of any face-to-fa^ or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the application, whether 
or not an agreement with ttie eocamner was reactied at the intennew. 



(b) In every instance wliere reconsideration e requested in view of an Interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
wananting favor^ile action must be flMby the applicant. An intewiew does not remove the necessity for response to Off ice actions as specif ied in 6 « 1 . 1 1 U . 1 35, (35 U S C. 
132) 

§ 1 .2 Business to be transacted mwri&ig. AH business with the Patent and Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their 
attorneys or agents atttie Patefrt and Tradm^ Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office, 
No attention wifl be paid to any aleged oral prom^, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 

The action of ttie Patent and Trademarit Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself incomplete through the failure to record 
the substance of interviews.

The intennw Surnmary Fbmi ^taS be ^ven an appropriate paper number, placed in the right hand portion of the file, and listed on the "Contents" list on the file wrapper. The 
docket and serial renter cards need not be updated to reflect interviews. In a personal interview, the duplicate copy of the Form is removed and given to the applicant (or attorney 
or agent) at the condusicm of the interview. In c^e of a telephonic intenriew, the copy is mailed to the applicant's conespondence address either with or prior to the next official 
communication, tf ^fdition^ conespondKicefrom the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other circumstances dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the 
telephonic intmiew rattw than with the next ofltdal communication.

The Form also contains a statement remincfing ttie applicant of his responsibility to the record the substance of the interview. 

It is desirable tfiat ttie exasrmef txaSjf remind ttie applicant of his obligation to record the substance of the interview in each case unless both applicant and examiner agree 
that the examiner will record same. Where tfie examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, or when it is adequately recorded on the Form in an attachment to the 
form, the examiner shoiM dieck a box at ttie Form informing the applicant that he need not supplement the Form by submitting a separate record of the interview.

Applicant's summary off what took place at tfie intenrtew should be carefully checked to determine the accuracy of any argument or statement attributed to the examiner during 
the intennew. If there s m raocuracy and it bears directly on the question of patentability, it should be pointed out in the next Office letter. If the claims are allowable for other 
reasons of record, tfie ex^nmer shoidd send a letter setting forth his or her version of the statement attributed to him. If the reconJ is complete and accurate, the examiner should 
place ttie incficalion irderview record OK" on ttie paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and the examiner's initials.
